DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The phrase "wherein said support has at least one opening through which the 
bottom an top layers communicate" in claim 14 is unclear. It is vague and indefinite to 
the examiner what the applicant is intending to describe of that the bottom and top 
layers, that is, how the bottom and top layers of IC card communicate? The Examiner 
will interpret the above-mentioned phase as "wherein said support sheet has at least 
one opening" until clarified by applicant. 

Clarification and correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-5, and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jarvis (US 5,387,306, cited by applicant). 

Jarvis teaches a method of producing a contactless integrated card (IC) card in 
which the IC card comprises an integrated circuit (1) connected to a conductive coils 
(10) serving as an antenna via a flexible substrate (3) wherein the integrated circuit and 
the coils are mounted on a plastic body (7) wherein the plastic body is dielectric material 
and the IC card also comprises covering layers (34 and 35), belts (21 and 22) and 
heated shoes (30 and 31 ) for mould cavity serve as die for extruding the layers with the 
substrate, a third spool (40) providing substrate and the integrated circuit and coils 
mounted thereon by unwound continuously, dividing card individually, plastic skins (8 
and 9) having identifying indicia serving as a label (see Figs. 1-5; col. 2, line 7-col. 5, 
line 44). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 6, 9-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jarvis in view of Masahiko (US 5,852,289). 
The teachings of Jarvis have been discussed above. 

Although, Jarvis teaches that the method of manufacturing the IC card, he fails to 
particularly teach that the method of manufacturing IC card comprising a step of cutting 
the products having a positing phase and a producing a winding with antenna and 
supply coil function for the chip. 

However, Masahiko teaches a method for producing IC card comprising steps of 
positing and feeding the substrate (201) or an electric chip using the feeding holes 
(205a), providing a fixing resin (204) wherein the resin serving as a central core 
between two layers or films (203a and 203b) having an opening for receiving/mounting 
the electric chip and the antenna (202), mounting an electric chip connected to an 
antenna (202) (see Figs. 12 and 14; col. 9, line 17- col. 10, line 35). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the teachings of Masahiko to the teachings of Jarvis 
in order to provide an improved quality control system for supplying the electric circuits 
and the antennas separately for installing on the substrate for manufacturing IC card, 
that is, only defected circuits (e.g., circuits and/or antenna) are needed to be replaced 
when defects circuits are found rather than the whole threads comprising the circuits 
and antenna. Moreover, such modification would reduce a cost of manufacturing means 
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for replacing only defected components rather than whole threads, and therefore an 
obvious expedient. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure; 

Maestri et al. [US 6,066,231] and Vogt [US 5,804,026] disclose a method for 
producing identity card.
